posed new county may vote. 


As a result of the passage of this 


bill there will probably be a division 
of Los Angeles, Santa Clara and Sun 
Diego counties.

NEEDLE MOUNTAINST0m »L m 


An Interesting Review Compiled by the United States Geological 
Survey 


—Complete Topography of Famous Mountain Quadrangle. 


The Needle Mountains quadrangle 


is divided into two nearly equal parts 
by the San Juan and La Plata county' 
boundary 
line. 
The 
Continental 


Divide cuts acrosa the northeast corn 
er at the headwaters of tbe Uio drunde 
River. 
The largest stream is the Kio 


de las Animas Perdidos. or Kiver of 
Lost Souls, which 
Hows for many 


miles through one of the deepest val- 
leys in the United States. 
To it are 


tributary Vallecito uud Needle creeks 
and 
Florida 
River. 
The 
Needle 


Mountains and West Needle Moun- 
tains rise more than 14,000 feet above 
sea level and are among the roughest 
In the world and the 
highest in the 


United States. Between them flows the 
Animas River along which extends 
the Silverton 
branch of the Denver 


and Kio Urande Railroad, Needletou 
is the only postofflce in 
the quad- 


rangle. There are no settlements, and 
the permanent population of the en- 
tire area is less than a dozen. 


The head of Needle Creek in 
the 


Needle 
Mountains 
has 
recently 


been extensively prospected for gold 
and silver. 
Tho forest 
extending 


down 
the slopes from timber line, 


which here lies at an altitude of about 
12,000 feet, is of spruce intermixed at 
10,000 feet with 
quaking aspen, to 


which pine is added at 
9,000 feet, 


while 
cottonwool and other timber 


trees are founJ at lower levels. 


The Needle 
Mountains are 
well 


worthy of special mention. They are 
extremely ragged in appearance, with 
snowbound summits, sharp as needles. 
Mostly inaccessible, they are seldom 
visited, and save a landmark here and 
there, are yet unnamed. 
More than a 


hundred peaks rear their splintered 
pinnacles to heights exceeding 
13,- 


000 feet above sea level. Mount Win- 
dom, wbiob attains a height of 14,084 
feet, is tbe culminating summit. 


The Animas Canyon, in the Needle 


Mountains, is one of tbe deepest fur- 
rows in a State famed lor rugged topo- 
graphy. Tbe tourist rail route creeks 
tbrougb 20 miles of this canyon val- 
ley, the granite sides of which tower 
from 3,000 to 6,000 feet above 
the 


track. 


Field work at altitudes of 1'2,000 to 


14,000 feet presents unusual difficul- 
ties. With only two-thirds of a sea- 
level atmosphere to breathe, and that 
so exhilerating as to make one's en- 
ergy seem inexhaustible, care has to 
be exercised lest heart and lungs be 
over-stimulated. As the Needles form 
tbe crown of a mountain mass which 
is first in the path of the moisture 
laden winds blowing overland from 
the Gulf of California, local thunder 
storms, accompanied by vivid light- 
ning, are very frequent. 
On several 


occasions it happened that Survev 
topographers were caught on isolated 
peaks during such storms, where they 
were (to state the case mildly) strong- 
ly impressed by a sense of insecurity 
on account of their own snapping 
hair, and the sparks emitted 
from 


tbe metal parts of their instruments. 
The quaking of their knees under 
these 
conditions they subsequently 


attributed to powerful electric shocks. 


Tbe 
working season is 
short iu 


these high 
altitudes. Snow 
drifts 


block tbe high passes often until July 
1, while two feet of snow around the 
tents in September is not unusual. 
Nevertheless, besides determining by 
means of triangulation the heights of 
the 
numerous loftv peaks, several 


circuits of primary spirit leveling of 
great accuracy were run. For total 
rise and fall per 
mile 
above 10,000 


feet and 
for 
elevations 
of passes 


crossed, these circuits surpassed any 
similar level work ever done in the 
world.

nx-Higbland Exchange, and one or 
two amall shippers,

ing bandied by other small receivers. 
An analysis of this 
would indicate 


that tbo California Citrus Union was 
nblo actually to soil tho greater per 
ccntaga of tlioir fruit in tho interior 
markotfi while HOIIIO of tho other ship- 
pers were compelled to go to auction 
to dlspoae «'f a largo porcontngo of 
their holdings.

Tho 
men who made tho appeals can bear 
with equanimity tho C/.ar's condom- 
nation of their activity when they con- 
template tho results of their agitation. 
Although ordered peremptorily to re- 
frain from further agitation, they may 
not obey. 
Tho Cxar promises an ex- 


tension of local self government. That 
Is the primary education In government 
which the Russians greatly need. The 
rnon who have learned to manage tho 
local affairs of a municipality or a 
province are likely to be competent to 
take part In legislating for an empire. 
It Is promised that the administrative 
authorities shall use their discretion- 
ary [lowers only "where tho actual 
safety of tho State Is threatened." The 
administrative authorities remain the 
Judges as to -whether the safety of the 
State Is threatened. It will be In their 
power to arrest men arbitrarily and 
hold them hi prison Indefinitely with- 
out trial. But tho language of the C/,ar 
Is In the nature of an assurance that 
not so many persons will bo arrested 
and Imprisoned because they are sus- 
pected of political offenses. 
There Is 


a promise of the removal of "unneces- 
sary" restrictions on tue freedom of 
the press and of a revision of the laws 
dealing with the rights of all persons 
who do not belong to the Orthodox 
church. The Czar soys also that "steps 
should be taken to assure Independence 
of the courts." 
When such steps are 


taken and tho Judges when once ap- 
pointed hokl office during life or good 
behavior nnd are Independent of the 
autocracy, Russians will have gained n 
degree of personal security they do not 
have now. Tho conclusion which many 
will draw from a perusal of the Czar's 
ukase Is that be Is granting little to 
his subjects; that some of the conces- 
sions he doe« make arc .accompanied 
by limitations and qualifications which 
make them of little value, and that 
the Hussion government remains about 
as autocratic as ever. Nevertheless the 
reactionaries In Russia arc displeased 
because the Czar has clone so much. 
They would rather that he had nega- 
tived every prayer for reform, and had 
proclaimed that Improvement Is impos- 
sible. On the other hand, the liberals, 
though thankful for what they have 
boon promised and seeing In It a prom- 
ise of brighter clays for Russia, are 
disappointed because some of the re- 
forms they begged for have been Ig- 
nored. 
It may appear to some that 


tho policy of the C/.ar has been a vacil- 
luting one—that he has leaned first to 
this side and then to that, nnd hence 
It Is that lie has been unable to satisfy 
either liberuls or reactionaries. A more 
reasonable view of the situation Is that 
he is feeling his way and seeking to r

Seaman," two most vigorous, lucid ind 
dashing works, under the stress 
of 


Intense physical pain, in the last three 
years of his life. 


Sir Charles James Napier, the hero 


of Sclnde, was 60 before he held any 
great command. He fought nnd won 
great battles, governed

name long after that period of

How many weak nnd timid creat- 


ures there are In the World, with neith- 
er teeth nnd claws for their protection, 
armor for their defense, nor speed 
with which to escape their enemies! 
On© can hnrdly understand why they 
have not nil been killed and oaten up 
long ngo. Nature Is, however, kinder 
to these poor animals than sho soc'ins; 
for If she has loft them defenseless 
ngnlnst attack, she has given them a 
marvelous power of recovery from In- 
juries. 


When a tiny llznrd has to scamper 


for his life In search of a crack In the 
rock, he often, has "so close a call" 
that his pursuer snaps off bis tall Just 
ns he whisks Into safety. 
A loss like 


tills would kill most larger animals, 
but not the little llznnl. 
He simply 


waits round quietly until n now tall 
grows, nnd then la ns well off i\9 be- 
fore, except thnt (lie now tnl.1 has a 
flexible rod of cartilage wliere tho okl 
one had a backbone. 


If an earthworm happens to be ro- 


.Irlng to his hole when n robin Is out 
ooklng for breakf.'ist, thrro Is npt to 
je n lively tug of wnr between tho 
eater nnd tho breakfast. 
Not Infre- 


quently the bird gets the tall end of 
the'worm, while the other hnlf crnwla 
awny Into safety. 
Not oven n lizard 


could survive such treatment ns this, 
but the earthworm Is, in ability to re- 
cover from Injuries, almost ns much 
•uperlor to the lizard ns the lizard Is 
to na. 
He grows n new half-body to 


replace the one which has been de- 
voured, and seems to mind his loss no 
more than a boy minds having his hair 
cut. 


There an, besides, some snnll-llke 


water-worms which quite outdo 
Uie 


earthworm In bearing up ngnlnst mis- 
fortune. 
If one of theso chances to 


lose his entire head, In a week or so— 
sometimes in only four or five days— 
he grows a new one, brain, eyes, nnd 
nil, nnd Is ns well oft" as ever. 
Even 


If a hungry fish gets two bites at him, 
so thnt ho loses both head nnd tail, 
the worm can patch himself out with 
new members and go about his busi- 
ness na before. They hnvo even boon 
known to get divided Into two pieces 
about equal In size, and each piece 
grow a new half-body, so that there 
were two entire worms In place of 
one. 


After this It will onplly bo guessed 


thnt if the head end of the worm hap- 
pens to be split half way down ho will 
grow two new sides nnd become Y- 
shaped with two heads. Or If tho (nil 
end is split new sides grow nnd a two- 
tailed worm Is made. Sometimes one 
or two new heads develop close behind 
the old one In the angle of the Y. In- 
deed, tho little creature seemn to have 
a sort of mania for making new heads 
and tails wherever he finds a chance. 
If, therefore, the worm, after receiv- 
ing several wounds, manages to en- 
capo with bis life from the cuts which 
happen to open forward, little heads 
grow out;nnd from those opening back- 
ward little tnils—no doubt greatly to 
his embarrassment. 


But what of the cut-off heads nnd 


tnlls? Do tiiey make new bodies nnd 
become whole animals again? 
Not 


usually. The severed head seems to 
become confused, HO that It does not 
know what to do. If It lives It Is most 
npt to produce another bend like itself, 
and change into two heads placed neck 
to nock so that they look In opposite 
directions. 
So, too, tho several tall, 


equally foolish, doubles Itself and be- 
comes two useless tails growing end 
to end.
